‘ernities of five Hopi Villages will 
©0-operate this year in the presen- 
tation of a nine days’ ceremony, in 
cluding the famou a snake dance, 
from August 15 to 25, on the Hopi 
Reservation. about eighty miles 
northeast of Flagstaff. 

The Hope are exact as to the 
routine of the fraternities in charge 
of the ceremonials. In the even 
"ears the Antglope and the Snake 
fraternities combine and enact their 
tes in the villages of Oraibi, Shu- 
mopovi and Shipaulovi. In the vil- 
lages of Misnhongnovi and the Wal- 
pal, in the same year, are held the 
combined ceremonies of the Blue 
and the Dreh Flute fraternities. 

In the odd years in Orabi and 
Fhumopovi ond Shipaulovi are held 
the Flute ceremonies, and in 
Mishonovi and Walipai the Snake 
Antelope ceremonies are held. As 
the final day's performances do hot 
coincide, several of the ceremonies 
may be witnesaed. 

SEVERAL FLUTE BODIES. 

Each of the five villages has two 
Flute organ‘szations, one known at 
the Oakwelenya, or Blue Flute, the 
her the Micilenya, os the Drab 
Flute. The rites differ. 

The chamber of the leading 


rites of these societies. Here the 
altar is erccted, prayer offered and 
sacred traditions are sung. On the 
ninth day ts the public performance 
at a spring near the foot of the 
mess. 

Early in the ceremony the 84 
flrection altar is erected, prayer of- 
ferings are made, consecrated and 
deposited, the altar put up and the 
Anal early morning races and the 
public performances are held at the 
epring. 

The first race is run at sunrise. 
The runners start from a point fai 
out on the plain and run to the 
village in the struggle to obtain the 
reward of ¢4uly consecrated cere- 
monial objects, which, when de- 
posited in the owner's ficids, will 
zive the winr.er special success with 
his crops. 

PRAYERS FOR RAIN. 

The analysis of these Flute cere 
monials, lke other Hopi ceremo- 

'nials, indicate a symbolization oi 
prayers for fain, that there may 
de water in the springs, which nov 
“re at low ebb. 

In the Antelope-Snake fete the 
pregram opens with a hunt which 
continves four days, pursued in dif- 
ferent directions. On the ninth day 
of th coremony the dance 
takes place. This is t mosi 
amazing of the ceremonies The 
Hopis handle live rattlesnakes. 

The ceremony of the Snake and 
Antelope priests presumably like 
other ceremonies is a dramatiza- 
tion of a ritual which had its 
orizin in a myth, each priest re- 
counting how, on some occasion it: 
the distant past, various events 
happened in a certain way and cer- 
tain definite and tangible results fol- 
lowed. 

The Antelope-Snake ceremonial! 
in an elaborate prayer for rain, the 
snakes carrying down to the under- 
ground world the petition to thelr 
great water serpent, who brings 
the prayers to the gods of the rain 
clouds that they send copious rain 
that will we the Hopis from hun- 
ger and starvation. .

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Men became worried and apathe- 
tic, and an increase appeared of 
self-inflicte€ wounds, which are the 
shame of every army. Desertions 
grew. Every city in the rear was 
combed dally by the milftary police, 
but men who failed did not appear 
in the street.

They believe, 
properly fed, equipped and supported 
and efficiently led, these same Pol- 
ish soldiers could today whip the 
Bolsheviki so thoroughly that it 
would be a long, long time before 
the Red menace would venture again 
off Russian soil in search of con- 
quest. 

If the French, through an agree- 
ment with the Allies, make the at- 
tempt, they will insist that they have 
complete command of the Polish 
forces so that they may stiffen and 
reorganize them with a few divisions 
oft seasoned French troops—five di- 
visions was the number mentioned. 
Some of the French leaders believe 
that the Poles can furnish all the 
troops that will be needed.

sé NAVOIDABLE” ACCIDENTS. 

The reason we have so many serious 
automobile accidents in Los Angeles, it ap 
pears, is that they are unavoidable. Nearly 
every driver who is arrested explains in 


court that the accident was unavoidable, 


and the judges have been so impressed tirat 
the average fine in this city for,the year 
ending July 1, 1920, was $9.58. 

Other cities, however, have discovered a 
way to avoid unavoidable accidents. An 
eastern judge who sentenced each of four 
youths who ran over and killed a nurse to 
serve ten years in prison—and then did not 
suspend the sentence—put an end to un 
avoidable killings in that territory at once. 
The city of New York, by making nearly 
400 drivers serve jail sentences in one 
year, while 3184 others paid fines averaging 
$29.25, has proyed that unavoidably reckless 
driving can be almost done away with, even 
in a tolerably big town. A Middle Western 
town, according to a letter to the Police 
Commissioners from Bradford Lee, did not 
fine violators of its traffic ordinances, but 


merely confiscated their cars. At first the 


city confiscated so many cara it had to 
auction them off at frequent intervals, but 
though it was a great thing for the treasury, 
soon nobody could be found in that town 
public-spirited enough to even cut a corner 
or in any other slight way fracture one of 
the town’s traffic ordinances. 

In a convincing report to Chief Home, 
Police Captain Butler shows that the len 
ency of the courts mainly is to blame for 
the traffic conditions in Log Angeles. Prior 
to 1915, he points out, when the minimum 
fine for speeders who were first offenders 
was $25, for second offenders $50 and for 
third offenders $100, there were very few

effort to protect the public against the smal] 
percentage of selfish and reckless motorists 
who bring them all into disrepute bears 
out his belief, that heavy fines and jafl sen- 
tences, strictly assessed and with no sus- 
pension of sentences, will put an end to 
reckless driving mighty quick, but that 
nothing else will. 

Urging citizens to arrest violators and 
denouncing them violently for awhile isn’t 
going to do any permanent good. What ts 
needed—tmperatively needed—is an ordt- 
nance which gives the judges no chance to 
be too lenient, and realization on the part of 
the latter that they are the persons to blame 
if the streets of this city are not safe for 
pedestrians to walk on, or even for little 
children to cross. 

It is a widely known fact that drivers 
who are reckless—or, at least, careless—in 
Los Angeles county become suddenly care- 


know that it they are brought before “the 
famous Judge Cox” for speeding they will 
go to jail, no matter how wealthy or influ 
ential they may be, They also will have to 
contribute Iiberally to the county coffers, 
That may be a bit harsh in some instances— 
but it protects lives and limbs in nearly all 
instances, Accidents resulting from speed- 
ing are virtually unknown in Orange county 
and serious automobile accidents of any 
kind are rare. Once in a while some cellar 
excavator gets a bit careless, but drivers 
who are in their right minds just naturally 
don't do it. “4 | 
What we need is a few Judge Coxes in 
Los Angeles county. Leniency is a nice, 
friendly thing, but it doesn’t inspire that 
respect of the law which saves lives and 
legs. It's a lot better to be a little more 
severe than seems necessary today than to

KETRBOOK PUNISHMENT. 

If California were on the Atlantic sea 
board, the Barningham case, in which a 
married ex-service man pleaded guilty in a 
Sen Diego court to having wronged a 
16-year-old girl, would probably be heard 
of in England. And then it would probably 
be cited in the British Parliament as another 
argument in favor of the passage of the 
legitimacy act. 

The British suffragettes in particular, and 
Bernard Shaw and his following as a mat - 
ter of course, are advocating the passing of 
the legitimacy act as a measure made nec- 
essary by conditions which have arisen as 
a result of the World War. The law would 
make legitimate all children born out of 
wedlock, would give them the father’s name 
and rights of inheritance and would make 
the fathers partly responsible for the ex- 
pense of rearing their offspring. 

The Spiker case, which aroused interna- 
tional discussion and which was debated in 
Parliament, differed only slightly in its es 
sential features from the Barningham | 
affair. Indeed, the supporters of the legiti- 
macy act would probably find the San Diego 
case the better of the two for their argu- . 
ments. Spiker's brother married the French 
girl whom the young lieutenant had be- 
trayed, and Spiker and his wife adopted 
the girl's baby, but there is no bridegroom 
in prospect for the 16-year-old San Diego 
girl who is now waiting in a maternity . 
home for the birth of her illegitimate child. 
Barningham's wife wants to raise the baby, 
but even this hope for escape from the 
economic burden of caring for her baby 
will be taken away from the expectant child- 
mother unless the guilty man is granted 
probation at the time he is sentenced. 

There has been some understandable 
clamor against the proposal] to grant proba- 
tion to Barningham, for according to his 
own story in court he posed as a single 
man, won the love of an immature girl and 
the confidence of her parents, promised mar- 
riage and then deserted his victim. But if 
he ig sent to prison who will be benefited’ 
His wife, who has forgiven him? The 
girl, who still loves him and wants him to 
be free and to adopt the baby? Barning- 
ham himself? 

The California statute covering the sup 
port ot illegitimate children, adopted April 
27, 1917, provides (Section 270, Penal Code) 
that: The parent of either a legitimate or 
Mmesitimate minor child who willfully omits, 
without lawful excuse, to furnish necessary 
food, clothing and shelter or medical attend- 
ance for his child, is punishable by imprison- 
ment in a State prison or in the County Jail 
not exceeding two years or by fine not 
exceeding $1000, or by both.

They're a dramatic lot up in the 
Cumberland Mountains if the pic- 
ture plays are to be believed. I'm 
sure if I were a traveler in those 
parts, I'd never dare to venture to

She 
does an Oriental dance, too, which 
is and captivating, one of 
those which she performed when 

Ruth St. Denis on the stage. 

The innocent out-steppings of the 
hero are very funny.

The fault of nearly all the ma- 
ture productions of Shaw as a 
dramatist, when it comes to their 
wider appreciation by the public, is 
that they lack in action. Certain of 
his plays like “The Doctor's 1 
lemma,” amount to nothing except 
an animated symposium of -opiniqns 
and arguments, which we can read 
with pleasure because of the qualities 
of atvie and characterization. 

“Man and Superman”, is better 
for stage purposes than these be- 
cause it really has a love story, 
although Shaw has used every’ pos- 
sible trick to conceal] it from the 
eye accustomed to ordinary and 
banal sentiment. Anyone knows, 
though, from the first time, that Ann 
is alone with John Tanner, that even 
if he appears absolutely unswayed 
by feeling for her, she is going to 
capture him because she knows his 
chief weakness—and that is the fact 
that he is a theorist on life-——because 
he expounds and believes the entire- } 
ly reasonable, though generally dis- 
avowed supposition, that in marriage 
the woman is the active factor 
rather than the passive. So she 
promptly sets about cornering him 
and forcing him to marry her. 

Shaw has, of course, filled his play 
with trenchant dialogue and keen 
character studies. His people are 
very real, despite some of their 
seemingly impossible utterances. 
They speak the playwright-philos- 
opher’s thoughts, and for those who 
can adopt the proper viewpoint 
there is much that profiteth. Shaw 
shows you his real meaning only 
in vivid lightning flashes, and it is 
for you to trace your own conclu- 
sion as to the nature of his pur- 
pose and the reality of truth by vir- 
tue of your own powers to think. 

There was still lacking in the 
presentation last night a perfect co- 
hesion in the thought of the play. 
because of imperfectly rendered 
lines. Another performance or so} 
will reveal a much clearer perspec- 
tive. John Davidson qualifies phys- 
ically and in general make-up for 
the role of Tanner, the analyst of 
woman, according to Nietgschean 
precept that everything in woman is 
a riddie and everything in woman 
hath one answer and its name is 
child-bearing. 

Davidson's interpretation was 
marked by lack of smoothness and 
certainty in his reading of his part, 
but he meets the demands of its busi- 
ness in that swift vigorous style 
which is suitable to requirements.
